1 . a.  Identify  a role  you  have  held  in  the  past  or  have  at  the  present.  For  example , 

your  role  may  be  babysitter,  pitcher  for  the  baseball  team,  yearbook  editor, 
or  it  may  involve  a part-time  job.  Briefly  explain  your  chosen  role. 


b.  Describe  the  socialization  process  that  was  used  to  acquire  your  role.  For 
example,  did  you  watch  someone  do  it  and  copy  them,  did  you  attend 
classes  or  practise  sessions,  or  did  you  read  a book  about  it?  Focus  on  how 
you  learned  the  role. 


c.  What  clothing  expectations  are  connected  with  your  role?  Don’t  say,  “I  work 
part-time  as  a cashier  at  a self-serve  gas  station  and  I can  wear  anything.”  That's 
not  true  because  you  could  not  wear  a business  suit  or  a satin  lounge  dress  and 
be  considered  appropriately  dressed. 


d.  Consider  the  reciprocal  nature  of  the  role  you  have  described.  Break  it  into  two 
parts  - your  role  and  what  you  should  legitimately  expect  from  others.  Limit  you 
discussion  to  this  particular  role;  do  not  include  all  the  other  roles  you  have  as 
well.
